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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Applicant's election of Group I (claims 1-48, 54-56 and 76-110) and Election of Species: 
(1) patterned template substrate: solvent resistant low surface energy polymeric material; (2) low 
surface energy polymer: perfluoropolyether material; (3) substrate: polymer material; (4) liquid 
material: solution; (5) master template: template formed from lithography process; (6) surface 
modification treatment: chemical process; (7) harvesting collection process: applying the 
patterned template to a second substrate (as amended in the restriction response) in the reply 
filed on 06 December 2010 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 8 1 8.03(a)). 

In view of the present amendment to the claims (filed 12/06/10), the following further 
Restriction/Election is now being required : 

Claims 1-23 and 25-135 are pending in this action. Claim 24 has been cancelled herein. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 14-23, 25-31, 33, 34, 38-48, 54-56, 76, 78, 79, 88-99 and 103-111 are 
subject to an Election of Species requirement. 

Claims 3, 6-13, 32, 35-37, 49-53, 57-75, 77, 80-87, 100-102 and 112-135 have been 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a 
nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made 
without traverse in the reply filed on 12/06/10. 
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Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

(1) Election of a Patterned Template Substrate: 

(a) Dual substrates (first and second substrate) (reads on claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 14-23, 25-31, 
33, 34, 38-48, 54-56). 

(b) Single substrate (reads on claims 76, 78, 79, 88-99 and 103-111). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time of 
election in order to be considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement will result in 
the loss of right to petition under 37 CFR 1.144. If claims are added after the election, applicant 
must indicate which of these claims are readable on the elected invention or species. 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions have unity of invention (37 
CFR 1.475(a)), applicant must provide reasons in support thereof. Applicant may submit 
evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the inventions to be obvious variants 
or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. Where such evidence or admission is 
provided by applicant, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, 
the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other 
invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 17(i).
